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OIL 


AND MAKE MILLIONS FOR AD- 


AMS COUNTY PEOPLE. 


Contract for Lumber for Derrick 


Given Out—Drilling to Com- 


mence at an Early Date. 


The year 1907 will probably see the 


question answered whether petroleum 
exists under-ueath Adams county soil. 
If oil is found, Adams county will see 
a boom that will be phenomenal and 
startling. Fortunes will be made rap- 
idly and the old county would go for- 
ward with leeps aud bounds. 


The COMPILER first called attention 


to the surface indications that ask for 
explanations. The oil ou the water in 
streams iu Hainiltoubau township, 
above Orrtauna, the brown substance 
lining the banks, the ordor of crude oil 
and other indications previously men- 
tioned. 


Charles H. Ehrenfeld, analytical 


and consulting chemist, of York, after 
a trip of inspection through that sec- 
tion said, "Although the weather con- 
ditions at the time were unfavorable, I 
was surprised to see what external 
evidences there were of the presence of 
oil. The latter could be seen floating 
on the streams and eddies where the 
water was more quiet. This was uot 
confined to one or even a few localities, 
but was observed over a large number 
of acres miles apart. Although in the 
nature of the case no positive word 
can be said as to whether or not oil is 
to be found in the locality, I can safely 
say that all the surface indications 
were strongly favorable." 


Robert Rawlings, an oil expert, who 


v i s i t e d the Hamiltonban township 
tracts said, "1 observed a scum on the 
surface of the water, but owing to 
spring freshets could not collect enough 
to identify it as oil. It reflected the 
color of petroleum, a paper spread on 
the surface of the water where this 
scum appeared would burn while still 
wet, the paper must have absorbed oil. 
A bottle containing a little oil collected 
from certain springs was given to me, 
it certainly contained petroleum. 
I 


found that several of the springs and 
streams contained gas, this gas I rec- 
ognized as similar to what I have 
found in springs in the oil fields of 
jjumttflgr =1 wae tolcHbat »tw»ng odor 
of natural gas or petroleum accomp- 
anied certain conditions of the weath- 
er. In oil fields this is the ease, under 
certain weather conditions the odor be- 
ing much more pronounced. I found 
several specimens of the kind of rock 
in which petroleum is found, viz; open 
quartz, sandstone and shales. On the 
island of Manitoulin in Lake Huron, 
there appeared indications of oil simi- 
lar to those on this property, tests 
have been made at intervals since way 
back in the sixties but the oil was not 
located until recently, when a "gush- 
er7' was struck. Many of theoil fields 
of the world have been located by the 
appearance of oil on the surface of the 
water." 


Very recently a practical oil man 


from Bradford county came here aud 
before visiting Hamiltonbau township 
was skeptic*!. After he had gone over 
the section he was a s k e d for his 
opinion and he said he was surprised 
to find surface indications similar to 
what he had seen iu Bradford county. 
There are those who have told of 
noticing these indications for more 
than thirty years 


aud took up quartersou a public street 
of the towu, oue of the trees in trout 
of the residence of C. W. Stouer, Esq., 
ou Baltimore St. Merville E. Stall- 
smith captured the swarm. From a 
hay ladder he sawed oft' the branch ol 
the tree upou which the swarui huug. 
With bare face, neck aud sleeves 
rolled up beyoud the elbow the bees 
in no way molested him and he pro- 
ceeded to have a« much fun an pos- 
sible with the swarm ou the limb over 
his shoulder.
